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Introduction 



The ERIC System 

ERIC, an acronym for Educational Resources Information Center, is a nationwide information 
s>stem sponsored and supported by the National Institute of Education (N IE). ERIC is dedicated to the 
progress of education through the dissemination of education research results, practitioner-related 
materials, and other resource information that can be used in developing more effective educational 
programs. ERIC is a network that consists of a coordinating staff in Washington, D.C. and a number of 
clearinghouses (located af universities or with professional organizations) across the country. (For a 
complete list of ERIC components see the back of this publication.) 

Through this network of specialized centers or clearinghouses, each of whiqh focuses on a specific 
field in education, information is acquired, evaluated, cataloged, indexed, abstracted, and announced 
in ERIC absfracv journals. These abstract jour nah— Resources m Education (RIE) and Current Index to 
Journals in Education (CUE)— provide access to reports of innovative programs, research results, and 
other significant efforts in education, both current and historical, which might otherwise not be readily 



RIE is o montnl^abstract journal devoted to the report literature. Each issue announces approx- 
imately 1,200 documeft^. RIE is published by the U.S. Government Printing Office (GPO) and is 
available on subscriptionlfrom GPO. 



CUE is a monthly index journal which cites articles from over 75C education periodicals. The core 
journal literature in the field of education is covered, as well as numerous other education-related ar- 
tic':s appearing in journals only peripheral to the field. Each issue announces approximately 1,400 jour- 
nal articles. CUE is^available on subscription from Oryx Press. 

Clearinghouse Publications 

In addition to collecting the literature of education for announcement in RIE and CUE, the ERIC 
Clearinghouses analyze and synthesize the literature into research reviews, bibliographies, state-of-the- 
art studies, interpretive studies on topics of high current interest, and many similar documents designed 
to meet the information needs of ERIC users. These publications are announced in RIE and 
are available in the ERIC microfiche collections provided by the ERIC Document Reproduction Service
